On Tuesday night, Doug 
Martin and Ann-Marie Noyes 
were given their first chance to 
debate local issues in a public 
forum, outside of the council 
chambers. On Wednesday, 
both mayoral candidates met 
with the Times to discuss their 
progress on the campaign trail 
so far and why each feels they 
are the right choice for voters 
on Oct 25. 

Noyes, a councillor forward 
6 for the last 13 years, said at 
Tuesday's All Candidates 
Night that there is a "growing 
disconnect" between con¬ 
stituents and the current 
group of elected officials 
responsible for local deci- 

Elaborating on this com¬ 
ment while meeting with the 
Times at her home in 
Stevensville, Noyes said the 
current council doesn't real¬ 
ize the impact some of its 
decisions are having on local 
residents.

She referred to the 
Crystal Gateway Project as 
an example, saying this is a 
project that has been heav¬ 
ily opposed by many peo¬ 
ple who in her opinion, 
were not listened to by the 
majority of council.

said Noyes. 

One of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges Noyes is posing to 
Martin is the increase in 
taxes over the last four 
years.

for efficiencies," said 

"It's beyond what people 
can afford," she added. 

Considering the tough 
economic times most peo¬ 
ple are facing, Noyes feels 
now is not the time to cause 
larger amounts on property 
owners' tax bills. 

"In a recession, seeing 
your tax bill rise... it’s diffi¬ 
cult," she said. 

Noyes said a positive 
contributor to accelerating 
tourism in the area will be 
the Canadian Motor 
Speedway, if and when it is 
built. She feels it will bring 
more visitors to Greater 
Fort Erie and put the small

"It will make Fort Erie a 
destination, rather than a 
place to drive through," she 

Mayor Doug Martin, who 
is seeking his second term 
as mayor and has a 25-year 
career in municipal and 
regional politics, feels his 
constituents need to realize 
that as the Town continues 
to attract developments like 
the condominium in 
Crystal Beach and the 
speedway, taxes will drop 
considerably. 

By welcoming growth, 
the local government's 
annual budget will grow 


and alleviate the increases 
over the last four years, that 
equals about three per cent 
each year for the Town's 
portion on residents' bills. 

"There's a difference 
between a tax burden and a 
re-investment," he said. 

He also attributed the 
decrease of slot revenues as 
a major factor in why taxes 
have risen. The previous 
council, before the Martin 
administration, had $7 mil¬ 
lion at its disposal from this 
source and it was used to 
offset increases on tax bills. 
That kind of money was no 
longer available when the 
current council took over 
almost four years ago and 


faced with situations 
that required spending 
such as the clean-up of the 
freak October storm in 2006 
and improvements to infra¬ 
structure. He said it is a 
nominal increase that will 
only decrease if he is elect¬ 
ed and is able to continue 
attracting new develop- 

ical mass re-locates to Fort 
Erie, there will be more 
people to contribute to the 
pool and eventually bring 
the tax rates down. 

"We must continue to 
grow and attract new devel¬ 
opment," said Martin. 

"I think we've done a 
good, responsible job."

He said he will work to 
bring a university or college 
campus into town.

Yellow Shirts question NHS’s green initiatives 


Dear Editor, 


The Niagara Health 
System had a press release 
recently about a green 
makeover, which is a step in 
the right direction. 
Something that will make a 
difference in the lives of 
future generations. They 
should also take this step 
further as, if you go into the 
hospital for emergency situ¬ 
ations, visiting, or a proce¬ 
dure, you will not see where 
much going green is being 
done regarding waste col¬ 
lection of packaging, or 


recycling of items that we 
all recycle at home. They do 
have a few recycle bins for 
bottles or cans, but not 
enough. 

The really telling factor 
showing the lack of thought 
the going green announce¬ 
ment makes is this state¬ 
ment. “When completed, 
these retrofits will save 1.4 
milli on cubic metres of nat¬ 
ural gas, 1.6 million kilo¬ 
watt-hours of electricity 
and 215 million litres of 
water annually. 

The estimated reduction 
in greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions is 3,190 tonnes, which 


has the same effect as tak¬ 
ing 1,000 vehicles off the 

That one statement says 
so much. Closing the emer¬ 
gency rooms in Port 
Colbome and Fort Erie and 
stopping ambulances from 
taking patients to these two 
hospitals, has forced thou¬ 
sands of people to drive 
considerable distances for 
healthcare and EMS vehi¬ 
cles to drive these same dis¬ 
tances to transport patients 
to out of area hospitals and 
then sit there idling for 
hours to help make these 
patients comfortable and 


safe. Patients that then 
have to have someone drive 
to those hospitals to take 
them home again because 
beds have been closed and 
“there is no room in the 

Just think of what it 
would do for the environ¬ 
ment, if they reopened our 
emergency rooms, our beds 
and allowed the ambu¬ 
lances to come to these ERs 
It would not only be a great 
energy and resources sav¬ 
ings step, but would stop the 
waste of gasoline and mis¬ 
use of a commodity that is 
expensive and disappear¬ 


ing. It would cut down on 
the greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions polluting our world 
and the Emergency 
Medical Services would be 
able to function as the pro¬ 
fessionals they are, as would 
our community hospitals. 

In their own words, 
upgrading their seven sites 
heating and lighting sys¬ 
tems will reduce green¬ 
house gas emissions equal 
to taking 1,000 vehicles off 
the road. The HTP program 
and closures of Port 
Colbome and Fort Erie has 
forced tens of thousands of 
vehicles onto our roads, 


putting lives at risk. This 
unnecessary travel far sur¬ 
passes the greenhouse sav¬ 
ings they are touting and 
boasting about. 

Niagara has been one of 
the most dedicated areas 
for going green, in both our 
homes and businesses. Let 
the Niagara Health System 
go further and stop the 
waste of our resources now, 
as doing this will also have 
the capability of saving

Tim Haggerty, a former 
councillor for three terms 
up until 2003 is running 
against Lockwood. He is 
strongly opposed to the 
condominium building 
and hopes the OMB hear¬ 
ings will put a halt to the 

"We shouldn't have got¬ 
ten this far to begin with," 
said Haggerty. 

"Nothing should be over 
three stories high in Crystal 
Beach," he added. 

John Papadakis, another 
candidate in Ward 5, also 
has strong feelings against 
the development, saying a 
project of this scope does¬ 
n't belong in the area and is 
more suitable for a down- 

"There is a no way a 12 
storey condo will be an 
asset to the community," 


said Papadakis. 

Don Lubberts has also 
thrown his name into the 
hat for the Ward 5 battle 
and pointed out he is one 
of the individuals who filed 
a complaint to the OMB 
about the process involved 
with approving the condo¬ 
minium development. He 
said the neighbourhood 
plan envisioned for the 
area and approved by 
council in 2005 should be 
put to use when consider¬ 
ing development in the 

"I think we should use 
the guidelines in this plan 
to go forward with Bay 
Beach," said Lubberts. 

The first ward 6 candi¬ 
date to speak was Richard 
Berry, who in his closing 
remarks announced he is 
withdrawing from the race 
for health reasons. Before 
he explained this to the 
crowd, he made claims that 
the North Crescent Park 
Drainage Improvement 
Project is "not working" 
and said that the Town's 
engineering department 
needs to be re-evaluated.

It’s been less than a 
month but huge strides have 
already been in made in the 
construction of a new, 
multi-million dollar visitor 
centre at the Old Fort. 


ing the building, but Hill 
says they are hoping to 
remain as true to historical 
form as they can. 

“We're going to make it 
look a little rougher too; we 
know that these guys were 
literally gouging out the 
wilderness when they were 
fighting each other," said 
Hill. 

“We want to give that kind 
of sense, that as you make 
your way through the British 
siege lines you'll experience

With stimulus funding 
coming from the provincial 
and federal governments, as 
well as some help from the 
the Peace Bridge Authority, 
the 9,000 sq ft. centre will 
cost roughly $7 million by 
the time it’s completed. 

Acting also as a theatre, 
archive space and museum, 
Hill hopes the new visitor’s 
centre will be a place that 
attracts visitors as well as 
groups in the community. 

“We’ll have a modern 
museum space where we 
can display things properly 


... and in a more modem set¬ 
ting,” said Hill. “We want the 
visitor’s centre to be a space 
that can be used by the com¬ 
munity - not necessarily in a 
historical way, but for con¬ 
ferences and lectures - 
there’s also a retail and food 
component as well.” 

Hill says that they are 
extremely grateful for the 
money that has come, but 
understands it also comes 
with expectations. With tight 
deadlines to be met, the goal 
is to have all the construc¬ 
tion and all the fixtures built 
and if not in place, available 
to them by March 31,2011.
